Victorian  Alliance  House  Tour  takes  place  in  the  Dolores  Street-Fair  Oaks 
It  lies  between  Noe  Valley  and  the  City-designated  Liberty-Hill  Historic  District  and 
the  two  commercial  portions  of  24th  Street  in  the  Mission  District  and  Noe  Valley.  This  area  is 
entirely  residential  except  for  a few  corner  groceries  and  a scattering  of  churches  and  schools. 

It's  a neighborhood  of  astonishing  architectural  variety  within  a fairly  narrow  scale  and  economic 
range:  mostly  medium-  to  small-sized  houses,  no  mansions,  very  few  high-density  buildings,  and  a lot 
of  small  front  yards.  Almost  every  building  is  unique  with  a few  groups  of  nearly  identical  houses 
obviously  put  up  on  speculation  by  the  same  builder. 

Most  of  the  houses  seem  to  have  been  an  individual  project  originated  by  the  particular  owner  who 
expected  to  live  there.  Often  neighboring  houses  look  as  if  they  were  built  many  years  apart.  The 
styles  present  a fascinating  range,  beginning  in  the  1870s  with  Italianate  and  continuing  with  Stick  in 
the  1880s,  Queen  Anne  in  the  1890s,  Colonial/Classical  Revival  and  Arts-and-Crafts  in  the  early 
1900s,  and  Mission  or  Mediterranean  in  the  1920s  and  1930s.  Construction  has  continued  right  up 
to  the  present,  and  several  decades  are  represented  in  each  block. 

Before  the  Gold  Rush,  the  land  had  been  part  of  Jose  de  Jesus  Noe's  over  4,000-acre  Rancho  San 
Miguel,  which  stretched  from  San  Jose  Avenue  on  the  east  to  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  on  the  west, 
and  north  partly  beyond  17th  Street.  It  was  cattle  range  until  the  early  1850s,  when  John  Horner 
bought  it.  In  addition  to  his  significant  farm,  Horner  had  the  eastern  section  from  22nd  to  30th 
Streets  surveyed  into  streets  and  blocks  and  lots.  This  subdivision,  called  Horner's  Addition,  was 
officially  recorded  in  1863,  but  development  was  slow  as  the  closest  public  transportation  came  only 
to  17th  and  Valencia. 

In  1867,  a horse  car  fine  opened  from  the  waterfront  out  Market  and  Valencia  Streets  to  26th. 
Also  a steam  railroad  to  San  Jose  passed  through  the  area  on  a diagonal  from  26th  and  Guerrero  to 
27th  and  Dolores.  Diagonal  lot  lines  still  show  where  it  was. 

In  1883,  the  Valencia  line  became  cable  cars,  and  after  1906  it  was  rebuilt  as  electric.  In  1887  a 
cable  car  line  opened  on  Castro  Street  out  to  26th,  and  it  stayed  cable  until  1941.  About  1895  a new 
cross-town  electric  hne  was  built  from  Mission  and  22nd  Streets  to  24th  and  Hoffman  via  a loop  that 
ran  outbound  on  Chattanooga  from  22nd  to  24th,  and  inbound  on  Dolores  from  24th  to  22nd.  This 
streetcar  fine  remained  well  into  the  1930s. 

Even  after  the  arrival  of  public  transportation,  development  was  slow  and  scattered  in  the 
neighborhood.  The  1867  U.S.  Coast  Survey  map  shows  only  about  14  structures  from  21st  to  26th 
and  Church  to  Guerrero.  An  1877  map  still  shows  a complete  blank  on  the  west  (uphill)  side  of 
Church  Street  from  21st  to  24th.  Sanborn  Fire  Insurance  maps  of  the  19th  century  show  many 
structures  in  the  area,  but  there  were  still  quite  a few  vacant  lots  or  large  side  gardens  waiting  to  be 
filled  in.  continued..

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This  neighborhood  was  not  touched  by  the  1906  fire,  which  stopped  at  20th  Street,  but  the 
earthquake  did  cause  some  problems.  A 1906  photo  of  the  street,  from  1070  Dolores  toward 
Market,  shows  streetcar  tracks  going  up  to  22nd.  In  the  middle  of  the  street  are  a lot  of  three- 
sided,  roofed  wooden  boxes,  the  outdoor  kitchens  everybody  had  to  use  until  chimneys  were 
inspected,  to  prevent  another  fire. 

In  the  photo  Dolores  Street  has  no  palm  trees  or  center  strip.  These  were  put  in  later.  By  1921 
the  median,  and  presumably  the  palm  trees,  existed  on  all  of  Dolores  except  the  two  blocks  with 
car  tracks.  The  rest  came  in  the  1930s  after  the  streetcar  was  converted  to  buses. 


The  people  of  the  neighborhood  were  well  served  by  public  schools.  The  1908  city  directory 
shows  four  primary  schools  near  by  for  the  youngest  children:  Agassiz  at  Bartlett  and  22nd, 
Clement  at  Day  and  Noe,  Edison  at  Church  and  Hill,  and  Haight  on  Mission  near  25th.  There 
were  two  grammar  schools,  now  middle  schools:  Horace  Mann  on  Valencia  near  22nd  and  James 
Lick  at  25th  and  Noe.  Attendance  was  not  mandatory  for  teenagers,  so  one  high  school.  Mission  at 
18th  and  Dolores,  served  everyone  south  of  Market.  There  were  parochial  schools  too,  and  a few 
private  schools,  one  in  the  building  across  from  Mission  Dolores. 

The  ethnic  and  cultural  variety  of  the  neighborhood  is  revealed  by  its  churches.  There  were/are 
three  big  Cathohc  ones:  Mission  Dolores,  St.  Paul's  at  29th  and  Church,  and  St.  James  at  23rd 
and  Guerrero.  Speakers  of  German  could  choose  between  St.  Johannes  Methodist  on  Army  near 
Guerrero,  and  St.  Johannes  Lutheran  at  22nd  and  Capp  (which  also  had  a "German  and  Enghsh 
Day  School"). 

A Swedish  Mission  Tabernacle  was  at  Dolores  and  Dorland,  with  another  Lutheran  Church,  St. 
Matthew's,  at  the  same  intersection.  Congregation  B'nai  David  and  Mikva  Israd  met  on  19th 
between  Valencia  and  Guerrero,  and  Mission  Dolores  Park  was  originally  two  Jewish  cemeteries. 
Presbyterians  could  choose  between  Lebanon  at  Sanchez  and  23rd  and  Stewart  Memorial  on 
Guerrero  between  22nd  and  23rd.  Besides  these,  there  were  Emmanuel  Baptist  on  Bartlett  near 
22nd,  Bethany  Congregational  at  Bartlett  and  25th,  Second  Unitarian  at  Capp  and  20th,  and 
finally  today's  house  tour  church,  Holy  Innocents  Episcopal  on  Fair  Oaks.

iiilt  in  the  San  Francisco  Stick  style  as  a single  family  two-story  house  with  basement.  Water 
service  was  requested  February  20,  1888,  in  the  name  of  F D.  (Fortunatus  Dow)  Traveller.  Telephone 
directories  show  his  residence  as  104  Webster  just  prior  to  the  construction  of  his  new  home. 

The  California  Architect  and  Building  News  lor  February  15,  1888,  listed  construction  of  this  house  by 
Alameda  architect  and  builder  August  R.  Denke  at  a cost  of  $4,500.  for  one  "F.  S.  Traveller."  The  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  on  October  6,  1887,  reported  the  purchase  of  the  lot,  originally  61  feet  wide,  by 
Lewis  W.  McGlauflin  for  $2,400,  subject  to  a mortgage  of  $1,000. 

The  first  occupants  of  this  home,  previously  addressed  as  30  Fair  Oaks,  were  drayman  Fortunatus  Dow 
Traveller  and  his  wife,  the  former  Ida  A.  McGlauflin  (they  married  in  1885)  and  Traveller's  widowed 
mother-in-law,  Emeline  McGlauflin.  The  Travellers  moved  to  a new  home  at  1400  San  Jose  Avenue, 
Alameda  by  1891.  They  were  no  longer  listed  in  San  Francisco  directories  as  of  1892.  George  E. 
Sexton,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  San  Francisco  Last  Factory,  was  listed  at  this  address  in  1891  and 
1892.  When  the  San  Francisco  Block  Book  was  published  in  1894,  Jennie  Sexton  was  shown  as  owner. 
On  May  27,  1899,  title  was  conveyed  by  the  Sextons  to  William  J.  Kruse,  a skilled  metal  worker,  and  his 
wife  Anna.  Two  of  the  Kruse  sons  reportedly  sold  flowers  grown  on  the  property  from  a Mission  Street 
flower  shop  which  they  opened  in  1920.  On  October  1,  1922,  title  passed  to  funeral  director  Hugh 
Comisky  and  his  wife  Katherine.  Ownership  remained  within  the  Comisky  family  until  August  8,  1965. 
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The  most  significant  change  to  the  property  was  made 
about  1924  when  a large  tract  at  the  top  of  the  hill  was 
being  cleared  for  construction  of  the  apartment  building 
at  2 Fair  Oaks.  The  Comisky  family  had  a two-story 
Italianate  house  rolled  down  the  hill  to  the  southern  half 
of  their  lot  where  it  was  carefully  tucked  under  the  eaves 
of  68  Fair  Oaks  (notice  how  the  roof  line  of  74  Fair 
Oaks  extends  over  68  Fair  Oaks).  One  of  the  Comisky 
daughters,  Kathleen  Murphy,  lived  in  the  lower  flat  of 
the  Italianate,  now  known  as  72-74  Fair  Oaks  (also  on 
this  tour!),  until  1946  when  the  property  was  divided  by 
Mrs.  Comisky.  Frank  and  Kathleen  Comisky  thereafter 
became  the  owners  of  68  Fair  Oaks  and  retained  the 
property  until  August  8,  1965. 

The  property  has  since  been  divided  into  two  units  (68- 
70  Fair  Oaks)  and  has  been  renovated  over  the  last 
several  years.  Most  recently,  we  see  the  beautiful  home 
having  undergone  a face  lift  with  a newly  and  beautifully 
painted  exterior.

j ^ lie  property  at  72-74  Fair  Oaks  boasts  an  Italianate  design  with  Stick  and  Eastlake  details.  A slant- 
sided bay  is  adorned  with  unusual  flared-top  colonettes  and  keystones  above  the  windows.  There  are 
small  pediments  above  the  second  floor  bay  and  single  window  and  the  entrance  features  a wide 
bracketed  portico.  The  diagonal  boards  within  the  bay  panels  are  typical  of  this  style  house.  The  incised 
detailing  in  the  window  keystones  and  vertical  boards  of  the  single  window  are  characteristic  of  the  Stick 
style. 

Water  records  show  that  a water  application  was  submitted  May  25,  1882,  in  the  name  of  Stephen  W. 
Dick  when  this  home  was  originally  located  at  2 Fair  Oaks.  The  home  was  moved  to  its  present  location 
in  May  1924,  when  a plot  of  land,  about  the  size  of  3 regular  lots  (122  feet  to  be  precise),  at  the  top  of 
Fair  Oaks  was  cleared  to  build  the  now  present  apartment  building.  The  house  was  moved  by  Hugh 
Comisky,  then  present  owner  of  68  Fair  Oaks,  and  placed  south  of  his  house  on  the  remaining  land,  this 
extra  wide  lot  just  accommodated  the  new  home.  If  you  look  closely  you  will  see  that  the  eaves  of  72-74 
Fair  Oaks  actually  hang  over  the  main  home  at  68  Fair  Oaks.  Mr.  Comisky's  daughter,  Kathleen 
Murphy,  lived  in  the  lower  flat  of  72-74  Fair  Oaks  until  the  land  was  divided  by  Mrs.  Comisky  in  1946. 

The  former  2 Fair  Oaks  annears  to  have  been  built  as  a single  family  home  but  converted  to  2 units 

shortly  after  its  construction.  The  1883 
directory  only  shows  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Dick, 
widow,  as  residing  at  this  address. 
Records  from  1884  reflect  Sarah  as  well 
as  Stephen  W.  as  both  living  at  the 
property.  This  could  possibly  be  the  time 
when  it  was  converted  to  2 units.  Mr. 
Stephen  W.  Dick  was  involved  in  the  real 
estate  business  and  had  an  office  at  436 
Montgomery  Street.  He  died  in  1886  at 
the  age  of  65,  leaving  the  house  to  Sarah. 
A relative,  Emma  Dick,  married  a skilled 
metal  plater,  Wallace  M.  Cowie  in  1891 
when  they  both  moved  into  2 Fair  Oaks 
where  Sarah  continued  to  live.  Records 
show  Wallace  Cowie  as  having  built  a 
home  at  8 Fair  Oaks  in  December  1892.

he  property  at  202  Fair  Oaks  street  was  constructed  in  1886  for  bricklayer/contractor  William 
Oakle^y  and  his  wife  Jennie  (Jane),  a dressmaker.  Pardy  due  to  the  unusual  richness  of  its  architectural 
detailing,  this  two  story  over  basement  Stick  Style  double  residence  visually  dominates  and  enhances  the 
southwest  corner  of  Fair  Oaks  and  Twenty-third  Street.  Particularly  unique  are  the  very  tall,  narrow 
above  ground  floor  windows,  Italianate  in  feeling,  on  the  Twenty-third  Street  facade.  While  most  of  these 
are  single  windows,  one  is  truncated  and  one  is  a paired  set.  While  they  are  not  symmetrically  placed  as 
one  might  expect,  they  are  unified  by  identical  surrounds  which  include  footed  sills  and  projecting  caps 
or  pediments,  all  of  which  provide  a lively  visual  treat  for  the  passerby.  The  Fair  Oaks  facade,  while 
typical  of  the  style  and  period  is  more  highly  ornamented  than  similar  double  residences  in  the  block. 
Detailing  in  the  paneled  entry  portico  is  particularly  fine  and  appears  to  be  in  original  condition 
including  the  paired  entry  doors  and  the  Corinthian  columns  and  pilasters  which  flank  the  entryway. 


This  Stick  style  house  with 
some  Italianate  and  Eastlake 
ornamentation,  was  designed 
by  the  architectural  firm 
Townsend  and  Wyneken  and 
built  by  F.  W.  Kern.  The 
garages  were  later  additions 
and  fit  well  with  the  building. 
A separate  garage  was  added 
in  1924.  William  Oakley 
passed  away  around  1921 
and  in  the  1923  telephone 
directory  was  the  last  listing 
for  his  widow  Jane  at  this 
address.  The  Landmarks 
Preservation  Advisory  Board 
approved  this  structure  as  a 
City  landmark  in  1988/1989. 


223  Fair  OaksJWt 


he  home  at  223  Fair  Oaks  is  beautifully  painted  in  the  very  characteristic  San  Francisco  Stick 
StyleS  Its  rectangular  bay  holds  windows  topped  with  trefoiled  (three  leafed)  keystones.  The  bracketed 
portico  is  topped  with  a sawn  balustrade,  and  it,  along  with  the  cornice,  are  decorated  with  buttons  and 
corner  pilasters,  terminating  at  the  top  with  bracket  extensions.  A side  bay  is  visible  from  the  driveway 
admitting  further  light  and  air  into  the  middle  rooms. 

lhe  water  application  for  this  home  is  dated  December  6,  1883,  and  was  registered  to  John  H. 
Boardwell.  By  all  accounts,  this  last  name  appears  to  have  been  incorrectly  written.  All  other  indications 
show  the  home  as  having  been  built  and  owned  by  John  H.  "Boardman."  This  house,  previously 
addressed  as  215  Fair  Oaks  boasts  a carriage  house  in  the  back  of  the  property. 

Mr.  Boardman  appears  in  the 
1876-1877  directory  as  a 
driver  for  E.  Bax  & Co.,  a 
coffee,  tea  and  spice  dealer. 
Around  1880  he  went  to 
work  as  a salesman  for 
McCarthy  Bros.,  a firm  that 
ran  a coffee  and  spice  mill  in 
San  Francisco.  Just  prior  to 
building  this  house,  Mr. 
Boardman  lived  across  the 
street  at  216  Fair  Oaks  in 
addition  to  living  at  1711 
Fillmore  for  some  years  prior. 
Mr.  Boardman  finally  moved 
to  a new  home  at  2521  Van 
Ness  Avenue  in  1903.  At  that 
time  he  was  a successful  tea 
and  coffee  merchant  himself.

Congratulations  to  the  2004  House  Tour  and  to  the  Victorian  Alliance  for 
Helping  to  Preserve  San  Francisco’s  Magnificent  Architectural  Heritage 
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ectangular  bay  windows,  vernacular  wood  trim  and  pronounced  vertical  lines  distinguish  this 
Stick  * Style  residence.  It  was  built  in  1885  as  a single  family  house.  It  is  flanked  by  an  1878 
Italianate  and  a 1902  Queen  Anne.  Together,  the  three  present  a spectrum  of  the  major  Victorian 
styles. 

The  exterior  of  1076  Dolores  is  clad  in  rustic  siding  and  shingles.  The  architects  were  from  the 
prominent  San  Francisco  firm  of  Schmidt  & Havens.  Peter  Schmidt  also  designed  the  Haas- 
Lilienthal  House  in  1886,  where  richly  carved  floral  ornaments  recall  the  decorative  detail  on  the 
gable  and  porch  brackets  here.  The  decorative  buttons  above  the  second  story  bay  window  were 
quite  popular  in  the  1880s  when  machine-made  millwork  first  appeared.  The  front  doors  (with  glass 
from  the  John  Spreckels  mansion),  side  wreaths  and  chimney  were  added  by  the  present  owner. 

The  building  was  divided  in  1915  into  two  flats  in  1915.  Since  1972  the  current  owner  has  been 
meticulously  adding  appropriate  details  that  were  missing  from  the  lower  flat.  Vintage  etched  glass, 
light  fixtures,  ornamental  brackets  and  marble  fireplaces  were  purchased  at  garage  sales  and 
antique  shows.  The  parlor  retains  its  elegant  proportions  and  the  gas  lighting  has  been  restored.  The 
second  family  parlor  became  a bedroom  in  1915  but  now  functions  as  an  office  space  and  sitting 
room.  The  ceiling  medallion  is  original  but  other  rooms  feature  plaster  reproductions  by  former 
Victorian  Alliance  member  Agnes  Pritchard.  In  1885  the  house  extended  only  as  far  as  the  present 
dining  room.  The  addition  was  added  in  the  1890s  as  well  as  the  carriage  house  behind  the 

courtyard. 


Insurance  magnate  John  B.  F. 
Davis  commissioned  1076 
Dolores  for  his  son  Winfield. 
Arriving  from  Massachusetts  in 
1852,  John  founded  his  own 
brokerage  in  the  early  1870s. 
Winfield  joined  the  firm  in 
1880  and  in  1886  he  moved 
into  this  house.  In  the  early 
1890s,  the  family  moved  to 
Ross  in  Marin  County.  Charles 
F.  Stone  then  resided  here 
with  his  family  until  1908. 
Stone  was  secretary  of 
Bancroft- Whitney  Company, 
the  lawbook  publishing  house. 
His  father,  Frederick  P.  Stone, 
was  president  of  the  company 
and  lived  at  1050  Dolores 
down  the  hill.

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his  Colonial  Revival  residence  has  a fascinating  mixture  of  decorative  motifs.  While  the  leaves  of 
the  second  floor  string  course  molding  have  a free  flowing  Art  Nouveau  feeling,  the  lower  string 
course's  wave  molding  and  the  shouldered  window  surround  are  Georgian.  At  the  roof  line,  the  dentil, 
egg-and-dart,  and  acanthus  consoles  trio  are  Classical.  An  Eastern  influence  can  be  seen  in  the  onion 
finials  atop  the  pilasters  flanking  the  entry. 

The  house  was  built  in  1911  for  Charles  Theodor  Pfarrer,  a Bank  of  California  employee.  The  builder 
from  nearby  Church  Street,  Charles  Koenig,  estimated  the  construction  cost  at  $7,000.  Koenig  was  an 
active  contractor  from  the  early  1890s  into  the  1930s.  He  had  started  with  his  brother  William,  later  an 
architect.  Charles  Koenig  was  listed  as  an  architect  in  1896  and  doubtlessly  designed  this  house.

When  Pfarrer  purchased  the  vacant  lot  in  1890,  the  parcel  included  the  handsome  three  flat  buildings 
at  3512-3516  21st  Street.  Before  1911,  various  Pfarrer  family  members  lived  in  one  of  the  flats.  There 
once  was  also  a small  building,  now  long  gone,  in  the  yard  between  the  houses.  The  Pfarrer  family 
included  Alexander  and  Benedict,  listed  variously  as  architect,  hotel  proprietor,  carpenter,  contractor 
and  builder  of  various  Victorian  houses,  two  on  the  1000  block  of  Noe.  The  family  business  was 
discontinued  about  1900. 
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Charles  Pfarrer  moved  into  the  new  corner  house  with  his  wife,  their  two  young  children,  and  his  wife's 
sister.  He  had  come  from  Switzerland  in  1880  and  became  a citizen  in  1888.  His  wife  was  born  in 

California  of  German  parents. 
They  kept  the  house  and  three 
flats  until  1921  when  the  lot  was 
split  and  the  buildings  were  sold 
separately. 


The  styles 
combine. 


inside  continue  to 
harmoniously.  The 
dark,  heavy  board-and-batten 
wainscot  and  the  straight,  hard 
staircase  spindles  reflect  the  Arts 
and  Crafts  movement.  They 
contrast  with  the  Ionic  columns 
between  the  two  parlors.  Notice 
the  different  ceiling  shapes 
between  the  parlor  and  dining 
room.

,oly  Innocents,  the  oldest  Episcopal  church  building  in  San  Francisco,  was  designed  in  1890 

by  architect  Ernest  Coxhead  (1863-1933)  for  the  pricey  sum  of  $4,400.  The  lot  cost  $4,600  and 
the  forebuilding  was  added  in  1904.  In  the  1940s,  the  tower  was  changed  from  a spire  and  cupola 
to  the  current  square  belfry. 

Architect  Coxhead  was  born  in  Eastbourne,  England.  After  London  and  Los  Angeles,  he  came  to 
San  Francisco  in  1890.  Coxhead,  with  Willis  Polk  (1013-1019  Vallejo)  and  Bernard  Maybeck 
(Palace  of  Fine  Arts),  changed  the  architectural  image  of  San  Francisco  forever.  Common  materials 
were  incorporated  with  classic  designs  to  create  worldly  structures  that  honor  the  landscape. 

Coxhead  played  tricks  with  scale,  hugely  enlarging  a solitary  decoration,  or  making  a passage  low 
and  dark  to  give  the  illusion  of  great  size  and  light  in  the  space  beyond.  He  created  illusions  with 
doors  and  windows.  He  used  burlap  and  leather  on  the  walls  of  the  sancuary.  Sadly,  however, 
they  were  painted  over  in  1892. 

The  funeral  for  James  Rolph  Jr.  was  held  at  Holy  Innocents  on  a cold  and  rainy  day  in  June,  1934. 
The  widow  was  dry-eyed.  "Sunny  Jim"  had  served  as  Mayor  from  1912-1931  and  then  as 

Governor  of  California. 
The  house  he  grew  up 
in  is  located  nearby  at 
3416  21st  Street  with 
a wonderful  view  of  the 
Mayor's  beloved  City 
Hall.
